The  above  report  was  cooied  by  unit  Commy^nd  Pest  and  I was  notified  as 
per  their  instructirns  if  object  is  still  visible  or  there  are  photos 
available.  Following  the  instructoons  as  per  the  location  of  the 
object  I observed  the  star  Arcturus,  bright  with  a slifhtly  reddish- 
crange  tint  to  it.  This  was  the  only  object  to  fit  the  desc  ripticr 
that  I was  able  to  see*  I perfermed  my  observation  for  apnroximately 
30  minutes  (with  my  wife  an  interested  observer  - "I  always  wanted  tc 
see  how  you  orofessicnal  investigators  ooerste^')  and  neither  of  us  saw 
a moving  object.  Upon  staring  at  Arcturus  for  some  time,  we  were  both 
convinced  that  it  was  moving,  hoiever,  after  taking  our  eyes  awaj’’  from 
it  for  a couple  of  seconds  and  then  returning  to  it,  it  was  still  there. 


I am  quite  convinced  that  this  is  vjhat  the  observer  saw  - the  sky  was 


completely  clear  and  there  were  literally  thousands  of  visible  bodies* 
The  time  at  which  he  made  his  observation  does  not  correspond  to  genith 
transit  of  Arcturus  and  it  would  transit  from  East  to  V/est,  but  I have 
no  other  explanation.  I am  forwarding  this  report  cn  the  chance  that,  if 
there  was  some  other  object  that  i did  not  observe,  it  may  have  beer- 
reported  by  seme  ether  station.
